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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Strafford: 

At  the  last  regular  district  meeting,  a  committee 
was  appointed  "to  investigate  what  could  be  done  in 
regard  to  solving  the  problem  of  the  crowded  condition 
of  the  schools  ..."  The  committee  consisted  of  per- 
sons from  various  parts  of  the  town,  nominated  from 
the  floor,  and  elected  by  the  meeting.  The  members 
were  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Tasker,  Harold  Stiles,  Albert  Brown, 
Bernard  Shaw,  Ellsworth  Berry,  Mrs.  Elwin  Howard. 
Mr.  Berry  afterward  declined  to  serve,  and  Clyde  Gray 
was  chosen  by  the  committee  to  fill  his  place.  This  com- 
mittee, acting  with  the  School  Board  (according  to  the 
district's  instructions),  met  several  times  and  consid- 
ered all  suggested  plans.  A  sub-committee  interviewed 
officials  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  also  visited 
several  school  buildings  in  towns  having  similar  prob- 
lems. Administrative  Agent  Paul  E.  Farnum  also  met 
with  the  committee  in  Strafford.  The  committee  voted 
(without  opposition)  to  recommend  to  the  district  a  two- 
room  building  to  be  located  at  the  Ridge.  At  the  ad- 
journed district  meeting  held  June  22,  1939,  the  com- 
mittee's proposition  and  accompanying  plans  were  dis- 
cussed ;  but  action  on  them  was  postponed  for  the  pres- 
ent. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  several  upper  grade  pupils 
from  the  Crown  Point  section  are  attending  Spaulding 
High  School  in  Rochester,  and  also  due  to  removals 
from  Bow  Lake,  the  problem  of  crowding  is  not  so  acute 
at  present.  Bow  Lake  now  has  32  pupils,  although  in 
September  there  were  40.  The  other  two  schools  have 
20  pupils  each. 

At  the  dental  clinic  last  year,  sponsored  by  the  Red 
Cross,  Parker  Mountain  Grange,  and  Bow  Lake  Grange, 
33  pupils  were  treated,  with  a  total  of  95  operations. 
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Twenty-five  of  these  pupils  paid  part  or  all  of  the  cost. 
The  School  Board  has  joined  with  five  other  districts  in 
the  purchase  of  portable  dental  equipment,  including 
a  chair  and  engine  of  approved  type.  Miss  Macdonald, 
the  school  nurse,  has  also  conducted  the  regular  exam- 
inations and  follow-up  work  and  accompanied  children 
to  the  oculist  and  mental  hygiene  clinic. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  Austin-Cate  Academy  is  the 
only  school  in  the  state  having  three  successive  firsts  in 
the  interscholastic  judging  contests,  achieving  this  dis- 
tinction with  respect  to  poultry  judging.
